Taft’s formal statement left the 
extent of co-operation a little in 
doubt but reporters elicited from 
him at the press conference that 
he expected his supporters to do 
their utmost for the man who 
beat him for the nomination. For 
himself, he said that he would 
make a national broadcast and as 
many speeches as within his 
power. He added, however, that 
he could not accept all the invi- 
tations extended him. 

Written Statement of Views. 

The seven-page document out- 
lined Taft’s views on the principal 
issues of the campaign and what 
he understood were the, can- 
didate’s views. He explained at 
the press conference that he had ~ 
written out his own views while 
in Cincinnati and had roughed 
out what he thought were Eisen- 
hower’s. At the conference the 
two men worked out the final 
draft. 

The manuscript from which 
Taft read his statement was inter- 
lined with handwritten additions. 
This indicated that there had 
been some last-minute ‘changes, 
presumably at the conference. 

There had been a report that 
Taft wanted to get Eisenhower's 
views “in writing.” He denied 
at the press conference that he 
has asked for written commit- 
ments, but the formal statement, 
because it was approved by the 
General, could have that effect. 

In it, Taft bound Eisenhower 
to the “principles” of the Taft- 
Hartley labor relations law, in- 
cluding use of the injunctive pro- 
cesses, which Democratic candi- 
date Adlai E. Stevenson has bit- 
terly criticized. Taft also appar- 
ently got a promise from Eisen- 
hower that, elected, there 
would be: no. discriminations 
against Taft supporters. 

Asked About Lodge and Dewey. 

At the press conference he de- 
nied that this was directed at the 
party faction headed by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Gov. 
Dewey of New York, among Eis- 
enhower’s principal backers for 
the nomination, saying that he 
had more in mind the newspapers 
and political commentators who 
were urging that the general 
“purge” those who had worked 
hard for the party.

Seeks to Reinstate Dismissed 
Charges—One Indictment 
Still Pending. 


The Government has filed no- 
ticé of an appeal of United States 
District Judge Richard M. Dun- 
can’s decision dismissing a 101- 
count indictment against James 
J. Carroll, nationally known St. 
Louis bookmaker, it was an- 
nounced in Kansas City today. 

Judge Duncan, ‘on Aug. 11, 
threw_out the indictment, charg- 
ing Carroll with failure to: re- 
port to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau payments totaling $1,813,- 
160 to winning bettors in 1948, 
1949 and 1950. Carroll is await- 
ing trial on two counts remain- 
ing in another indictment. 

The 101l-count indictment was. 
dismissed on the grounds it repre- 
sented 101 separate cases of 
alleged payments to bettors which 
Carroll was charged with hot re- 
porting to the bureau. The judge 
held, however, that failure to re- 
port payments made within one 
year constituted only a single 
offense. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Harry Murphy said the Gov- 
ernment would contend in the ap- 
peal, which is being taken direct- 
ly to the United States Supreme 
Court, that every single case of 
failure to report a payment should 
constitute a law violation sub-: 
ject to a maximum. penalty of 
one year in jail and a $10,000 
ine. 

Behind the controversy is the 
Justice Department’s desire to 
use this phase of the income tax 
law as a means of combatting 
with severe penalties attempts by 
gamblers to hide details of their 
business operations. 

Judge Duncan also dismissed 
for lack of jurisdiction one count 
of the pending three-count in- 
dictment which charged Carroll 
with violations in each year of 
the three-year period.

SUIT CHALLENGES 
LEGALITY OF MEW 


C/V EARNINGS TA 


Action Instituted by a 


Union Asks Court to 
Declare Levy Void on 
Technical Grounds. 


Suit attacking the validity of 
the new St. Louis earnings tax 
was filed today in circuit court. 
It asks that the tax, which went 
into effect Sept. 1, be declared 
void and that the city be en- 
joined from collecting it. 

The legal attack, based on tech- 


nical grounds, was instituted by 
Local 622, AFL Teamsters’ Union, 
which has been sharply critical of 
the earnings tax ordinance be- 
cause it made no provision for 
personal or dependency exemp- 
tions for individual taxpayers. 


It was brought in the name of 
an employe of 
Shapleigh Hardware Co., and a 


member of Local 688. 


Named as defendants are the 


city of St. Louis, Mayor Joseph 


M. Darst, City Collector Del L. 


| Bannister and Shapleigh. Hard- 
ware, 


It asks that the city, Darst and 
Bannister be enjoined from col- 
lecting the levy, and Shapleigh 
Hardware from withholding the 
earnings tax from Walters’ pay, 
as required by the ordinance. 

. State Law Challenged. 

It challenges on_ technical 
grounds the legality of the state 
enabling law enacted by the last 
Legislature, which authorized the 
Board of Aldermen to levy the 
tax, ‘and contends the aldermen 
had no power to pass the tax ordi- 
nance last Aug. 22. 

The state enabling act, the suit 
alleges, violates the state consti- 
tutional prohibition against pass- 
age of local or special laws by 
the Legislature. 

The act provides that an earn- 
ings tax may be levied by any 
chartered city in Missouri. of 
more than 700,000 population, 
the usual form for laws intended 
to apply only to St. Louis, since 
it is the only charter city in the 
state of that size. 

In this instance, the suit con- 


tends, the law could apply only 


to St. Louis because of the April 
1, 1954, expiration date, in that 
the law would become inopera- 
tive before any other city could 
qualify by officially showing a 
population of more than 700,000 
in the next decennial census. 
Court Ruling Cited. 

State Representative A. Clif- 
ford Jones, one of the attorneys 
filing the suit, declared the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court ruled in a 
similar case that a so-called gen- 
eral law was in fact an invalid 
local law because it expired be- 
fore the next census.

Plan Is Announced to Eliminate 
Curve on Fyler Avenue Bridge 


Proposal Calls for Extending Main Spar 
Straight Ahead at West Section - 
— Cost Called Low. 


A plan for eliminating a dan- 
gerous curve in the West Fyler 
avenue bridge was announced to- 
day by Frank J. McDevitt, Board 
of Public Service president. The 
wooden bridge has been the scene 
of at least 10 serious vehicle acci- 


dents, in the most recent of which 
two persons were killed Aug, 9. 
. McDevitt propesed that the city 
extend the mczin span of the 
bridge straight ahead at the west 
section, to eliminate a sharp bend 
to the south, . 

This change, telocating much of 
the steel in the curved section, 
could be accomplished: at only 
“nominal cost” since the city al- 
ready owns the property over 
which the straightened span would 
eXtend, he pointed out to a re- 
porter. 

An appropriation from general 
revenue funds to pay for the proj- 
ect will be sought from the Board 
of Aldermen after it reconvenes 
Nov. 7, he said. 

McDevitt said new supporting 
piers would have to be built to 
straighten, the bridge, but that 
much of the material in the 
curved section, including steel, 
could be reused in the new 
project. 

The city probably will have to 
open a-new street at the west end 
of the bridge after the curve is 
eliminated, but this job should be 
relatively inexpensive because 
rock cut at’ the city workhouse 
would be available for this pur- 
pose, the Board of Public Service 
president pointed out. :

He said the possibility also ex- 
ists that the city may be able to 
convince the Frisco Railroad, over 
whose tracks the bridge is huilt, 
that they should pay part of the 
cost of curve elimination. 

The sharp curve in. the bridge 


‘is almost directly over the paved 


bed of River des Peres. After 
curving south, the bridge con- 
tinues to its terminus at Pica- 
dilly avenue, where there is an- 
other sharp curve. An abrupt 
turn also is requfred to get on 
or off the bridge at McCausland 
avenue, at the east end. 

The Lindenwood Improvement 
Association. which has raised ob- 
jections to dangerous conditions 
on the bridge, adopted last night 
a resolution, asking for a survey 
on costs for replacing the wooden 
span with a straight steel struc- 
ture. 

’ Previously the organization had 
approved a drive for'a special 
$1,000,000 bond issue for the 
project, but the group last night 
expressed doubt the issue would 
obtain voters’ approval at present. 
“It is believed that improve- 
ments on the bridge can be made 
without a bond issue,” Roy. L. 
Slattery, association secretary, 
said. 

Such a project was proposed 
in a postwar improvement pro- 
gram submitted to the Citizens’ 
Bond Issue Committee in 1944 
but was rejected because of the 
estimated cost, $550,000. It is in- 
cluded on a list of projects under 
a proposed new bond issue now 
being prepared for presentation 
to Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 


the Legislature, the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee approved 
the bill for passage without re- 
porting how committee members 
individually voted on it. 

The new state constitution re- 
quires legislative committees, 
when they act on bills, to file 
reports showing the “recorded 
votes” of members.

The city later obtained enact- 
ment of a state enabling act in 
the 1947 Legislature and levied a 
tax which expired in 1949, That 
tax was not challenged in the 
courts.

St. Louis policemen voted over- 
whelmingly against a merit sys- 
tem in the department, tabulation 
of ballots showed today. 

The vote was 545 for a merit 
plan and 1122 opposed. 


A large number of officers in- 
dicated they did not know enough 
about the provisions of a. merit 
system to decide whether they 
wére for it or against it. There 
were also some ballots that could 
not be deciphered. In all, about 
80 were either undecided or 
failed to mark ballots properly. 

In all, ballots were issued to 
1888 policemen. The ballot said 
simply: “Are you in favor of a 
merit system? (Vote Yes or No.)” 
Ballots were not signed. They 
were placed in envelopes which 
were then sealed.

First Floor) 


the city of my birth. 


Few communities in our land 
provide a better ringside seat for 
this phenomenon of growth than 
Los Angeles.

And 
thus we mave ahead: The Ameri- 
can people, restless, inquisitive, 
creative, are always on the search 
for new frontiers. As long as 
that search continues, so long will 
we as a nation continue to grow. 
I think that that search and 
that growth will continue for a 
long, long time. I know there 
are voices of despair in the land. 
We are told that the American 
future is black and melancholy. 
We are told that our people have 


their initiative and independence, 
their self-reliance, even their 
morals. We are told that our 
economy is so feeble and fragile 
that it will collapse under the 
strain of growth. We are told 
that our free government cannot 
rise to new problems without 
losing its freedom. 

And all these wails and lamen- 
tations about the future, however 
they begin, end, by a singular 
coincidence, on a uniform note: 
That the only way to preserve 
the Constitution and save the re- 
public and the honor of Ameri- 
cans is to—elect the Republicans 
in November! And I mean all 
the Republicans, good, bad or in- 
different. The general doesn’t 
want even one Democrat on his 
team in Washington. I hate to

Perhaps it’s heresy, but I’m 
frank to say that some of my 
best friends are Republicans. 
I’ve induced a lot of Republi- 
cans to help me in the Govern- 
ment of Illinois, And I might 
even need some in Washington. 
In fact, I think some Republi- 
cans are just about as good as 
Democrats, including the great 
Governor of this, my native 
state. I’m beginning to suspect 
my own party loyalty in con- 
trast to my opponent’s recently 
acquired one. It rather reminds 
me of the remark of a newly 
hired employe in Illinois: “Ever 
since I’ve had a state job, I’ve 
been a Democrat all my life.”

OMING to Los Angeles is doubly an occasion for me.

But, more than that, it is a reminder—and most compelling re 
minder—that the central fact of American life is growth. 


day-to-day problems—problems 
which require immediate de- 
cision and action. But, while 
statesmanship some- 
times not so much in knowing 
what to do ultimately as in 
what to do now, it’s the part 
of natural wisdom to look be- 
yond this turbulent period of 
history, even as’ Los Angeles 
must look beyond its present 
to its future needs for water 
for example, 


What kind of country will this 
be for our children and our chil- 
dren’s children? How can we 
meet the requirements of the new 
age? 

I do not think that we will 
alter the basic structure of our 
society. Our national commitment 
is to a free economy—to the 
belief that an economic system 
based on freedom of choice, free- 
dom of opinion, and freedom of 
decision ig more productive and 
creative than any system. devised 
by man. We will not abandon 
our free enterprise system. We 
shall oppose all attempts to limit 
its freedom—whether by central- 
ized government or by private 
monopoly, 

The foundation of any econo- 
my is its-natural resources. The 
new technological. era toward 
which we are moving will make 
ever-growing drains upon these 
resources. If we are to maintain 
our growth, we must prepare for 
the future prosperity of our na- 
tion. And we must make those 
preparations today, while there 
is still time—not 20 years from 
now, when it may be too late. 

The resources problem is 
partly a problem of the wise 
use of the things we know we 
have—and partly the problem 
of discovering how to use 
things that have never been 
useful before. In the-last 20 
years we have recognized that 
our land and what lies be- 
neath it is a national patri- 
mony. Like any other asset, it 
has to be managed; it cannot 
be squandered. It is a reserve 
for all the people, to be utilized 
and developed in terms of our 
national welfare, and of : the 
strength and security of the 
free world. 

But to manage an asset does 
not mean to sea] it off and steri- 
lize it from usefulness. Quite 
the contrary. We need every sort 
of stimulus to more discovery and 
more efficient use of mineral re- 
sources, - 

The relationship between in- 
dustry and resources development 
grows closer every day. Every 
day we are learning how the in- 
ter-actions of soil’ and fertilizer 
and water and power can grow 
more and better things that can 
never be permanently exhausted. 

It may not be many years, for 
example, before you people of 
Los Angeles can get your drink- 
ing water from the sea. Already 
our scientists have made great 
progress in turning salt water 
into fresh. And there are further 
miracles in the scientific test- 
tubes—above all the exciting pos- 
sibilities of new sources of en- 
ergy. The extraction of oil from 
shales will soon create one more 
new intustry in the West. Soon 
too we will be able to tap the 
vast low-grade coal deposits, as 
our engineers learn better and 
better how to convert them into 
liquid fuels. — 

Government and private in- 
dustry both have vital parts to 
play in these developments, which 
hold for the future possibilities 
larger and more exciting perhaps 
than the invention of the steam 
engine. And that is only one 
face of the future. Another lies 
in our growing control of the 
power in the atom. As you in 
the West well know, whole new 
cities have risen since 1940— 
Hanford in Washington, Arco in 
Idaho, Los Alamos in New Mex- 
icc—in response to this atomic 
age, so far only at its dawn. 


Should we follow the _ ele- 
phant’s tail away from these 
horizons? 

The New America. 


This new America wili pve a 
healthier America. Our children 
will have a vastly increased life 
expectancy. Te attain this goal 
we shall need more medical re- 
search, more hospitals, more pub- 
lic health agencies, more medical 
schools, more doctors and nurses 
—and some system of protection 
against the economic disasters of 
severe illness and accident so that 
adequate medical care will be 
available to all. 

I look forward to more and 
better housing for our people. 
In the past seven years, more 
than 8,000,000 new homes have 
been built—and you people in 
Southern California can believe 
that huge figure because you can 
see so many of those new homes 
with your own eyes. The pro- 
gress we have made under the 
policies we have followed must 


get decent housing. 

I look forward to an Americ 
with improved education. ‘We 
have made great progress in 20 
years; but we cannot stop until 
we have banished illiteracy and 
enlarged the educational opportu- 
nities of all the boys and girls 
in the land.

The question is whether we 
have the will to cross that 
threshold and move into the 
new area ahead. The issue is 
whether we belong to the party 
of faith or to the party of 
fear.

Dulles have recently advocated a 
“positive” policy of “liberating” 
peoples under Communist rule. 
Acheson also denounced an- 
other recent policy proposal by 
Dulles and other Republicans—a 
policy or relying to a greater ex- 
tent than at present on what they 
describe as “retaliatory striking 
power” against the Soviets. 

“If, in dealing with the threat 
of piece-meal aggression around 
the world, our only choice is to 
respond with total war, or to do 
nothing, then we run the risk of 
having the foundations of our 
strength washed out from under 
us, or of finding ourselves 
plunged into a general war,” the 
Secretary said. 

“That is why the staunch de- 
fense of Korea was absolutely 
essential both to our whole po- 
sition and to all our efforts to 
prevent a catastrophic total war 


Acheson was coldly savage in 
his charge that critics of the 
Administration’s foreign policy 
offer only ceneralities as alterna- 
tives. 

“We cannot walk through the 
dangers of the present on a bridge 
of glittering adjectives,” he said. 
“Our discussions of foreign pol- 
icy can be healthy and construc- 
tive if they grapple with real 
issues in a real way. They are 
not helpful if they do not get 
down to concrete situations.

“It is fine, for example, to want 
to by ‘dynamic,’ ‘positive’ and ‘af- 
firmative, but what does this 
mean in terms of support for the | 
Poimt Four program, for programs 
to aid the economic development 
of our friends and allies, for ship- 
ments of grain to our friends in 
India? 

“It is fine to be in favor of 
international trade, but what does 
that mean when it comes to stop- 
ping the imports which enable 
our allies to earn dollars to pay 
for what they need? 

“It is fine to be for collective 
security, but what does this mean 
when it comes to doing our part 
in the NATO army, or when it 
comes to facing the blood, sweat 
and tears involved in the defense 
of that very collective security 
in Korea? 

“It is fine to be in favor of 
spreading the truth, but what 
does this mean when it comes to 
funds for the Voice of America? 

“It is something of a new ex- 
perience to be urged to be more 
positive, dynamic and bold ‘by 
many whose chief contribution 
until now has been in holding 
back. They have their hands on 
the horn and their feet on the 
brakes.

Zuckert said “for some time” 
atomic power projects will be 
limited to experimental work. He 
was reluctant to name a date for 
commercial atomic power. 

“But I will say that we will 
have ome, or perhaps a_- few, 
nuclear power plants producing 


| electricity for industry or central 
| station networks sooner than the 
|} 10 or 15-year period we had been 
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estimating a short time ago;” he 
said. 


Zuckert’s reduction of the esti- 
mated time needed to put atomic 
power into commercial use appar- 
ently was os on recent prog- 
ress in atomic development. He 
made his prediction to the Chi- 
cago section of the American 
Chemical Society. 


He said only 10 years ago 
American scientists for the first 
time in history “initiated a self- 
sustaining nuclear chain reaction 
—and controlled it.” But in terms 
of atomic progress, he said, the 
anniversary is “eons away.” 

Not only has this country pro- 
duced an atom bomb, he said, but 
it now has a “family of (atomic) 
weapons in an_ ever-increasing 
stockpile.” 

Zuckert warned that many per- 
sons have been making an “over- 
simplification” of the ease with 
which this progress can turn 
atomic energy into commercial 
power. There is more to it than 
merely amending the Atomic En- 
ergy Act which gave the Govern- 
ment an absolute monopoly in the 
field, he said. 


Problems of Safety. 


The main problem, he contin- 
ued, is the need to find a way to 
make atomic secrets commerciale 
ly available without revealing 
them to “unfriendly countries.”

The final problem is to find a 
means of making atomic -patents 
available to industry and yet keep 
industry operating in competition 
and in a manner fair to the gen- 
eral public, Zuckert said. He add- 
ed the public has financed all 
atomic research with :$10,000,000,- 
000 in tax money. 


NEW NAZIS PARTY IN GERMANY 
DISSOLVES; AFRAID OF REDS 


HANNOVER, Germany, Sept. 
12 (AP)—The neo-Nazi Socialist 
Reich party dissolved itself today. 
Secretary General Fritz Heller 
said it did so in fear of Commu- 
nist, persecution. 

The executive committee said 
it had learned the party’s mem- 
bership lists have turned up in 
the files of the East German se- 
cret police, classified as ‘‘class 
enemies.” It said “lives and limbs” 
of members were in danger. 

The Socialist Reich party ap- 
peared on the West German po- 
litical scene in 1950 with a Nazi- 
like platform. Its greatest 
strength was in lower Saxony. It

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Lawrence P, Bardin, former In- 
diana brewer whose name has 
been brought’ into congressional 
complaints of Government tax ir- 
regularities, was indicted today 
on. charges of trying to- evade his 
1946 income taxes. — 

The two-count indictment, at 
Indianapolis, was announced by 
Attorney General McGranery. 

Bardin’s name figured promi- 
nently in charges by Senator Wil- 
liams (Rep.), Delaware, of alleged 
irregularities in the Internali Rev- 
enue Bureau. 

McGranery’s announcement de- 
scribed Bardin as former man- 
ager of the Indianapolis Brewing 
Co. 

The two counts charged that 
Bardin reported an income of 
$528,824 and a tax thereon of 
$246,382 for 1946, but should have 
reported -$759,.827 and. paid a tax 
of $639,841. 

Williams told the Senate Feb. 
14 that Bardin settled a big tax 


claim for a small amount after: 


Joseph D. Nunan Jr., former com- 
missioner of internal revenue, ob- 
tained a special permit to repre- 
sent the brewing firm. 

Nunan said, however, that he 
never represented the brewing 
company, never spoke to anyone 
in its behalf and never received 
a fee from the company.

don’t: think you had better. I 
think it would be better if the 
House were t® wonder why you 
didn’t talk, rather than why you 
did.” Personally, I couldn’t agree 
more. 

But a candidate has to talk, I 
suppose, and I. think he should 
talk as plainly as possible about 
public questions, to admit what 
he’ doesn’t know and what he 
can’t-answer. If he- purported to 
know’ the right answer to every- 
thirghe would be either a knave 
or a fool. If he even had an an- 
swer to everything he would 
probably be. just a fool. If he 
h- tio emphatic views at all, he 
would probably be just as un- 
trifstWorthy; and if he was eva- 
sive, he would probably be either 
crnsing or a political coward, of | 
which we have altogether too | 
many: and finally, if he should | 
atrivé at election time with al- | 
most everybody satisfied, then | 
you should by all means vote | 
against him as the most dan-'| 
gerous charlatan of them all.

Hall who try to vote intelli- 
gently have quite a chore. From 
my brief experience in Illinois, 
I am persuaded that forthright 
discussion of the real public 
questions is neither beneath 
the dignity of political can- 


lect and morals of the people, 
no better, no worse, ~ 

Well, you say that this sort of 
pious preaching about better citi- 
zenship is grammar school stuff 
and everybody has had the same 
thing since Plato, and so they 
have. And also, we have been 
complaining about government 
ever since Plato, at least, when 
the human race has even dared 
to complain about its managers. 
Here and there, now and then, 
we do something, as you have 
done in California under your 
honored and esteemed Gov. Earl 
Warren. Indeed, I am optimistic 
that things are getting better on 
the whole, especially since we 
have been’ slugged in that most 
sensitive of all our parts, the 
pocketbook, as never before. But 
there is a very long way to go. 
So I should like to lecture you a 
bit about the self education of 
voters who want to expiate their 
sins, if any. I mean if there are 
any such voters, not sins. 

In the London Times’s Lit- 
erary Supplement, I recently 
saw this in a review of two 
American books, “The cleaning 
up of American civic and po- 
litical life is the prerequisite 


of any cleaning up of crime 
and criminals, It is no use 
blaming the police for winking 
at the bookies when the elected 
sheriffs and a whole raft of 
elected officials and judges are 
paid from their takings. It is 
no use blaming the law en- 
forcement officers if the masses 
of the people do not respect 
their laws, which happens with 
gambling, slot machines and 
liquor in dry states and so on 
and so on.”

With’ all the temptations and 
dezradations that beset the poli- 
ticians it is still the noblest 
career any man can choose.” 

Now. I emphatically agree to 
the “hazards and dangers” part 
of that quotation from Oliver, but 
how’ about the honor and the no- 
bility? That “politics and poli- 
ticians” have become words of 
disrepute and of abuse; epithets, 
if you please, instead of words of 
honor and respect is nothing new, 
but it seems to me paradoxical 
and very sad in a republic gov- 
erned by the governed. 

More recently, than Oliver’s 
comment of 150 years ago, Ber- 
nard Shaw said that democracy 
is a. device that insyres that we 
shall be governed no better than 
we deserve. Whose fault is it 
then that we get what we deserve 
in government and that the honor 
and nobility of politics at most 
levels are empty phrases? Well, 
having asked you the question, I 
shall hastily answer it myself by 
saying that it is not the lower 
order of the genus pol, but it is 
the fault of you the people. 

Your public;servants serve 
you right. Indeed, often they 
serve you better than your 
apathy and your indifference 
deserves but I suggest that 
there is always time to repent 
and to amend your ways. How- 
ever, you won’t amend your 
ways just by redoubling your 
resolve to help your favorite 
candidate for President, includ- 

ing even the Governor of Illi- 

nois. No, repentance of your 

sins is much more difficult than 
that, because there are the little 
masters of precinct committee- 
men, of state committeemen, of 
states attorneys, of sheriffs, 
county officials, of aldermen, 
of councilmen, of mayors, of

judges, and all of the elaborate

HESE words are written in the aftermath of Gen. Eisenhower's 
triumphant but not-.always happy invasion of Indianapolis. Two 
For the first time since his return from 


Europe, Eisenhower recaptured all of his old power to move ‘and 


stir an audience. 

These were great events, which 
are said to have assured an Eisen- 
however victory in Indiana in No- 
vember, yet even Tuesday night, as 


turns came in, these. events in 
Indiana were already over-shad- 
owed by Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy’s sweeping victory. 

The Eisenhower high command 
was appalled by the completeness 
of McCarthy’s sweep. Well they 
might be. In his sole speech of 
the primary campaign, McCarthy 
publicly showed his contempt for 
Eisenhower by sneering at “well 
meaning persons” who deplore 
“character assassination” and 
“witch-hunting’”—the very phrases 
used by Eisenhower himself. In 
the same speech, McCarthy also 
implied that he, and he virtually 
alone, would carry the Republican 
party to victory this year, with a 
typical McCarthy-style onslaught 
on Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson as his 
weapon, 

After winning by such a wide 
margin in Wisconsin, McCarthy is 
now free to intervene in the na- 
tional campaign in the manner he 
has already hinted at. 

McCarthy’s aim, 6f course, will 
be to build himself up even fur- 
ther as a national figure—it would 
be ‘in character for him to be 
thinking of himself even now as 
a presidential possibility. He will 
undoubtedly stage his peculiar 
brand of political vaudeville wher- 
ever Republican leaders offer him 
a stage. Here in the Midwest, he 
will not lack for invitations. 

From the standpoint of Eisen- 
hower’s national strategy, it will 
be’ bad enough to see McCarthy 
emerge as a leading campaign fig- 
ure, but there are other factors 
which must also be considered. * 

In Indiana, for instance, the lo- 
cal Republican organization, 
though solidly and violently pro- 
Taft, gave a warm welcome to 


Eisenhower for the sake of Jenner. 
Jenner himself, wanting Eisen- 


He also embraced Senator William E. Jenner. 


re-election, went to Chicago t 
promise the general that he would 
rise above principle, and would 
follow Eisenhower's policies in 
the Senate. While Eisenhower 
was here, Jenner kept a positive 
grip on the general’s coat-tails. 


Indiana Mood Changes. 

But when the news came from 
Wisconsin, thé mood changed. 

“This was what Bill really 
needed,” was a typical comment 
of one of Jenner’s delighted 
henchmen. “McCarthy will put 
Bill over now.” 


In other words, Jenner’s de- 
pendence on Eisenhower is 
thought to have been greatly re- 
duced without lessening Eisen- 
hower’s dependence on the local 
Republican organization. 


Meanwhile, several of the local 
leaders are reported to be pout- 
ing because Eisenhower did not 
indorse Jenner by. name and 
praise his record. The state chair- 
man, Cale Holder, is also quoted 
as saying that “until Bob Taft 
blows the bugle, a lot of us aren't 
going to fight in the army.” 

In short, although Eisenhower 
scored a remarkable hit in In- 
dianapolis, he hag not quite 
solved his Indiana problem, and 
the problem has been made 
worse by the McCarthy victory. 


The same process is undoubt- 
edly at work in the other Mid- 
western states. In Wistonsin, par- 
ticularly, the McCarthy victory 
must have given the green light 
to the numerous regular Repub- 
licans, including several leaders 
of the key group, the Republican 
Voluntary Committee, who would 
secretly rather enjoy seeing 
Eisenhower lose while McCarthy 
wins. With McCarthy presumably 
safe, the Wisconsin boss, Thomas 
E. Coleman, has little or no in- 
ducement to change his decision 
to stand aside from this election.

There have been many of us who have 
been seeking to break away from the Old 
Guard and the things that McCarthyism 
stands for. 


If Eisenhower does not have enough horse 
sense to break away from this sort of thing, 
I do not believe he is the man for President. 


Mr. Anderson does not. stop with that. While 
he has been watching with dismay the course of 
the Republican campaign, he has also been lis- 
tening to the addresses of Gov.

Mr. Gwillim’s Part 

Our letter column today contains a.communi- 
cation from Harold O. Gwillim of Alton. Mr. 
Gwillim, who is Republican nominee for State’s 
Attorney in Madison county, says we should 
have given him credit for his part in connection 
with the closing of the Empire Club, gambling 
casino. Mr. Gwillim’s part was described on 
the front page of yesterday’s Post-Dispatch.

The 
Iilindis law makes parimutuel betting at race- 
tracks legal. But the Illinois law also forbids 
the kind of official-corrupting places which flour- 
ished in the days of Republican Gov. Dwight 
H. Green. And it was not Republican Dwight 
H. Green who closed them. 
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Berlin Is Full of Annoyances 

Gen. Vassily Chuikov has squirted his fire ex- 
tinguisher at another of those little wastepaper- 
basket fires which make life in divided Berlin so 
uncomfortable. These flare-ups do not generate 
anything like the heat of the 1948 blockade and 
air lift, but they do involve a general ringing 
of alarm bells and mobilization of fire-fighting 
equipment which is conducive to anything but 
relaxed nerves and ease of mind. 

To be more specific, Allied patrols. are again 
being allowed to use without interference the 
100 yards of Rfssian-controlled highway leading 


to their check point at Drei Linden. Since the, 


point can be reached by a somewhat less con- 
venient route without stepping into Red terri- 
tory, the-brief blockade of the bit: of super- 
highway could not have had any real point. For 
practical purposes, the bayonet-carrying Red sol- 
diers were able to create only a minor nuisance. 
But it did involve a “get tough” call on Gen. 
Chuikov by Walter J. Donnelly. the United States 
high commissioner in Germany. And maybe 
something more will come of that than just the 
removal of a minor inconvenience. 

While with the Russian commander, Mr. Don- 


nelly raised the issue of the kidnapping in the’ 


United States zone on July 8 of Dr. Walter Linse, 
an anti-Communist West German: jurist. And he 
was promised an investigation. He also objected 
to various Russian interferences with the free 
flow of traffic; and Chuikoy told Mr. Donnelly 
he would talk to him any time, anywhere about 
anything the American might want to discuss. 
Then the Russian and his chief aides attended 
an American. reception and stayed a notably 
long time. : 

The chances, however, are that life in Berlin 


will continue to be badgered by # continuing 


series of more or less petty incidents, This is 


, one way the Russians can keep on.making Page 
One in spite of the presidential campaign. More 
seriously, it reflects the really fantastical politi- 
cal, economic and military, situation of Berlin. 
And more broadly, it reflects the Russian atti- 
tude toward that situation and toward the non- 
Communist world in general. For the time being, 
the _Russians seem interested neither in co- 
operation nor a pitched battle. 

In Berlin, the pattern of pressures’ and coun- 
ter-pressures, of imcidents and protests is almost 
sure to continue until the much broader differ- 
ence—of which Berlin is only'a symbol—has 
been resolved. s

A New Look at Our Child Wards 


St. Louis’ work with its child wards should be 
re-appraised from the ground up by a committee 
which has been appointed in the Board of Chil- 
dren's Guardians. 

The report of the Child Welfare League of 
America, whose reform recommendations! have 
been referred to thi€ committée of the Board, 
makes it plain that the existing defects in St. 
Louis’ work go all the way to the roots. 

The Child Welfare League thought the Board 
of Children’s Guardians should have a better 
law to stand on than the ambiguous and conflict- 
ing one on which it now operates. — 

It felt sure the Board should act more on its 
own initiative instead of waiting for the Juvenile 
Court to exercise initiative for it. 

It believed the Board should. do more pre- 
ventive work instead of waiting to lock the 
home door after the child had been stolen... 

It urged the Board to know its institutions— 
Bellefontaine Farms and Meramec Hills—and 
their personnel better. 

It called for thorough collaboration with agen- 
cies engaged in allied work, instead of the little 
or no collaboration that goes on now. 

To do these jobs which only the Board can 
do will require all the time the Board can give 
to its work, the League's report made clear. The 
Board will not find time to perform them as long 
as it tries to perform the work of general over- 
seeing, which is what consumes its time now. 

The effective functioning of the Board, there- 
fore, depends on delegation of these time-con- 
suming responsibilities of general management 
to a general manager, freeing the Board for the 
higher-level work which will continue going un- 
done unless the Board starts doing it. 

Effective functioning of the general manager, 
in turn, will depend on his professional qualifi- 
cation for work with children. If he is not pro- 
fessionally qualified, the Board will have to keep 
on doing much of his work instead of its own. 

That is why the appointment of a professional 
child-welfare executive is the gateway jo all the 
other reforms which enlightened care a St. 
Louis’ 1000 child wards demands. 
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Mr. Dulles Interpreted 


The Voice of America is having itself quite a 
time trying to explain John Foster Dulles’ policy 
of “liberation” for peoples behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

Mr. Dulles does not mean, the Voice tells lis- 
teners overseas, 
lead a war of liberation, or encourage violent 
uprisings in the Iron Curtain countries. What 
Mr. Dulles meant to call for, says the Voice, was 
“neaceful revolutions” and “quiet methods such 
as passive resistance, slowdowns and non-co- 
operation.” 

It is difficult to know how convincing this in- 
terpretation of Mr. Dulles will be to the many 
Europeans who were alarmed by his remarks. 

But it should be very plain that the whole in- 
cident has been an unfortunate one. The mere 
fact that the Voice must try to soften the words 
of a Republican politician (who until recently 
was a leading official spokesman for the United 
States in world affairs) is hardly calculated to 
enhance respect for the American cause abroad. 

We hope that Mr. Dulles and other Republi- 
cans will take the lesson to heart. The lesson is 
that when politicians play with delicate foreign 
policy issues for the sake of domestic political 
advantage they are playing with fire.

Strong Voice From the Bench 

A judge is often called upon to temper justice 
with mercy, but it fell to United States District 
Judge Charles E. Wyzanski Jr. to temper injus- 
tice with a sound protest against it. That is what 
he did in the Car] Latva case. 

Latva, a Finnish-born New Hampshire mill- 
worker, briefly joined the Communist party 18 
years ago. The McCarran Act permits deporta- 
tion of aliens who ever became Communists. 
Despite Latva’s useful life since then, déspite 
the fact he sent two sons to war, he could be 
deported under the law, and Judge Wyzanski 
had no choice but to uphold the deportation 
order. 

The Boston jurist did, however, have ample 
freedom to say what he thought. He made it 
plain he issued his order “with reluctance.” In 
effect, he called attention to the injustice which 
he had been forced to uphold. The case attracted 
so much interest that Attorney General~ Mc- 
Granery later stayed Latva’s deportation pend- 
ing further inquiry. 

Judge Wyzanski has now amended his reluct- 
ant ruling to note that Latva’s deportation may 
be cancelled. He can do no more. But the judge 
has already done enough in making the Latva 
case a clear protest against McCarran’s legal 
bigotry. 
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A Dentist Looks Ahead 


For St. Louisans one of the most significant 
and exciting papers of the American Dental As- 
sociation’s meeting here surely was the one read 
by Dr. W. N. Miller of Flint; Mich. It was called 
“looking Forward Forty Years,” and represented 
Dr. Miller’s enlightened vision of what fluorida- 


- tion of community water supplies could accom- 


plish in lessening dental decay among our chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Miller made. one assumption—that within 
the next 10 years a majority of the nation’s mu- 
nicipalities would add the decay-preventive 
compound to their water supplies. Then he 
looked forward to -1992 as the beginning of a 


’ time when the young people of the nation would 


suffer very little from tooth decay. 

But in St. Louis that happy period could ar- 
rive a great deal sooner. A bill authorizing 
fluoridation of the city’s public water supply is 
pending in the Board of Aldermen. If the Alder- 
men act on it soon after their return in Novem- 
ber, the benefits of fluoridation could shortly 
thereafter be brought to St. Louis. 

And well they should. Fluoridation is a valu- 
able public health measure that ought not to be 
delayed one day longer than is necessary. Will 
the Aldermen give life to Dr. Miller’s vision?

The ‘result is the re- 
lease of a very thin layer: of 


hydrogen, forming a film that 
protects the food from the iron. 
The contents remain perfectly 
safe for a year to as long as 10 
years or more. 


Start worrying, though, if the 
can has a noticeable bulge, says 
Pearson. That means the process 
has gone so far that big hydro- 
gen pockets have formed and 
enough iron has entered the food 
to affect ifs taste.

Although the new marshal will not arrive until the next 
day, he is urged by his fellow citizens to leave town in the 
hope that. there won't be any trouble. The marshal is a man 
with a conscience; he has to come back and face the unpleas- 
ant job. With an hour to go, he sets out to deputize a posse. 

The rest of the citizens have consciences, too, but one 
by one they manage to weasel out. His jealous assistant tells 
himself he’s been unfairly treated, one man hides behind his 
wife’s skirts, another is brave enough when he thinks he’s one 
of many but reluctant when the group dwindles down. The 
cynical ex-marshal tells him there’s not enough time, that, 
“People have to talk their way into law and order because 
deep down they don’t care, they just don’t care.” The men 
in the bar and the men in church are alike when it comes to 
thinking up rational excuses for sitting it out. It’s “none of 
their business,” they “pay for men to protect us,” there’s 
“the wife and kids to think of.” Only a 14-year-old boy and 
the town drunk want to be heroes. Deserted by his ex-girl 
friend who thinks he’s a quixotic fool and by his wife who 
feels he’s putting duty ahead of her, he goes to meet the 
killers alone, 

_ You can draw many morals from the film or simply take 
it for what it is, a darn good story. It is the kind of role for 
which Cooper has been perfected and possibly was predestined, 
the lanky, laconic man of the law who sees his duty and is 
alternately impatient and resigned at those who don’t see it. 
Capable cast members include Thomas Mitchell, Lon Chaney, 
and especially, Katy Jurado, as the Mexican girl with the 
rare feminine gift of restraint. (When her current lover 
blusters, “I won’t be back,” she saves the speeches. “Good,” 
she says.) 

Contributing to the 85 minutes of suspense (the length 
of the film is the same as the time lapse in the story) are 
such atmospheric aids as a mournful musical refrain, the 
ticking of the clock, lonely shots of the*hot, dusty deserted 
street, the empty railroad track stretching flatly into the dis- 
tance.

ALUABLE tools and other useful objects are lost because 
V tues are not put back where they belong. Persons who 

have not put things back and consequently are respon- 
sible for the loss are singled out and reproached. 

Such persons are expected to apologize and hang their 
heads in shame. But why should they? Had they put an 
object back after they had used it, they would have had to 


make a trip upstairs and down. Added to the trip upstairs 
and down to get the object that would come to four trips in all. 


Persons who do: not put things back do not stop at one 
object. They handle objects wholesale. Thus if they were 
to put things back they would be continually moving backward 
and forward between the places from which objects came and 
the places at which they were used. 

In such manner the greater part of the day would be 
consumed in putting things back instead of being devoted to 
constructive purposes.

Cut Down’ 


On Calories 
To Reduce

WO unusual words have came 
T in to use recently, and you're 

going to hear them often. 
These are “appestat” and “buli- 
mia.” They are of particular 
interest to those who are over- 
weight and perhaps attempting to 
reduce. Appestat is a coined 


word. It is used to describe the 
the brain. 


When our interest is geared 
too high, we acquire bulimia. 
This causes us to take more food 
than we need, and the result is 
overweight. The more we eat, 
_ the more we want. Then over- 
‘eating becomes a habit. 


It is not too easy to break a 
habit of long standing and re- 
train our appestat. First we 
must be convinced that we need 
to reduce. 


Any one of three reasons, or a 
combination of all, may be the 
cause of our urge to reduce. We 
may be interested in having a 
more attractive figure. We may 
have begun to realize that we will 
feel better generally and be less 
likely to acquire certain diseases 
of later life. We may have taken 
seriously the warnings of statis- 
tics that show a shorter life ex- 
pectancy for the overweight. 


The only method that will re- 
duce weight permanently is to cut 
down on food and to stick to a 
low-calorie diet until normal 
weight has been attained and 
the appestat has been retrained 
so that you no longer desire 
large quantities. 


There are innumerable reduc- 
ing regimens, but the only one 
that is likely to have permanent 
results is the menu plan that con- 
tains an adequate amount of all 
food essentials such as are used 
every day. 

After you have consulted your 
physician about your physical 
condition and he has recom- 
mended how much you can safe- 
ly cut down, you will find sane 
help and also interesting reading 
in a new book “Reduce and Stay 
Reduced” by Norman Jolliffe, 
M.D. It will serve as a preyen- 
tive measure against overweight 
as well as for a remedy. And 
there is a useful recipe section 
in addition to menu plans at all 
calorie levels.

A variation of this recipe adds a 
teaspoon of grated horseradish

More Uses for Portable Electric 
Fans. 

MONG the many other things 
A people didn’t do last year was 

to get all the use they could 
of from portable electric fans. 
Just in case you didn’t know it, 
these fans are good for a lot of 
things besides cooling you off on 
a few hot days in September. 

For example, when your re- 
frigerator needs defrosting, the 
process can be speeded up con- 
siderably if you place a fan in 
front of the open compartment 
and let it blow some air around. 

The same trick works when you 
have frozen food to defrost and 
you’re in a hurry. Just place the 
food in front of the fan and you'll 
quicken the defrosting process 
considerably. 

An ordinary portable electric 
fan makes a very good substitute 
for an exhaust fan in either the 
kitchen or bathroom. Placed near 
the kitchen range and facing a 
partially open ‘window, the fan 
will keep the kitchen free from 
smoke and cooking odors. 

In the bathroom it can be used 
to force hot moist air out through 
a window and keep the bathroom 
more comfortable. 

A fan placed in front of a damp 
or musty smelling closet will do 
a lot of goog in clearing up the 
condition. 

The fan also is handy when 
you have clothes that need dry- 
ing in a hurry. Just hang the 
clothes in front of the fan.

New Outlook on Life

T is possible so to handle a 
J cnua as to make him a prob- 
lem to his family and neighbors. 


When, for example, a child of 
tender years, say about 2 or 3 
years old. is sent to a boarding 
home because of illness in the 
home, divorce, absence of the fa- 
ther’or war, and the like causes, 
problems may arise. 

If illness strikes the child and 
he has to have operations, hos- 
pitalization twice or three times, 
is moved from one place to an- 
other, he is likely to become dis- 
turbed in mind and body and be 
a difficult child to manage. 


As he grows older, his early 
experiences seem to color his be- 
havior. If he is resentful, as is 
likely, he wilfuNy destroys things, 
breaks windows, tears books, 
breaks other children’s belong- 
ings. That brings down the wrath 
of the elders and he is punished, 
to little effect. 
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IF THIS SORT of child feels 
cheated, and he is likely to feel 
that way, or if he feels inade- 
quate to his environment, he is 
likely. to pilfer. He takes that way 
to build himself up, to feel con- 
tented inside himself, That he 
does not feel so only adds to his 
bewilderment and drives him into 
further difficulty.

to do with such a child? He makes 
life miserable for himself and a 
nightmare for them. I know 
someone is going to tell me that 
what the child needs is a good 
thrashing. And I am going to 
say that is useless and worse be- 
cause it is the child’s inner be- 
ing we must reach and, as that 
is very disturbed and most mis- 
erable, a beating would only make 
things worse. 

If it is at all possible Such a 
child should be taken out of his 
home, out of his environment and 
given as complete a change as 
possible. He should be placed, 
if that is possible, in a school that 
is dedicated to the service of such 
children. In that school there is 
usually a trained staff which has 
the skill and the knowledge re- 
quired to separate a child from 
his errors, work to eliminate the 
error and save the child. 
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THAT IS NOT an ideal way 
out. But problem children are 
numerous and ideal ways out are 
rare. Most of us must do what 
we can where we are. In that 


state, change the routine of the. 


household as much as possible. 
Change the child’s room, his 
clothes, the hours of his activi- 
ties, the very dishes he eats from 
and, whenever possible, the peo- 
ple who have to deal with him. 
The idea is to give the child a 
fresh start all around his life’s 
circle. 

If there is a grandparent who 
loves the child, who can take 
him into his home, that offers a 
good chance for reformation, 
especially if the grandparent is 
advised by the skilled and under- 
standing teacher. But somebody 
has to help the child to a new 
outlook on life, as best he can.

W ports an inch of rain has 
fallen in a certain storm, it 
hardly sounds like very much. 


such a rain amounts to little, I 
suggest you do some figuring. 

A square foot of land hag 144 
square inches. If the rain amounts 
to one inch, it means a fall of 
144 cubic inches on a square foot, 
or two and a half quarts of water. 

To find the number of square 
feet in a mile, you multiply 5280 
by 5280. The result will be well 
up in the millions. Multiply two 
and a half quarts by that figure 
and you will learn the number of 
quarts of water in a rainfall of 
one inch on one sqtare mile. 


I HAVE DONE THIS, and have 
found that one-inch of rainfall 
on a square mile means the 
downpour of enough quarts to 
make more than 17 million gal- 
lons. 

The soil drinks up much of the 
rain, and rivers carry a great 
deal to the sea. Otherwise there 
would be many more floods than 
we have today. 

Various parts of the earth dif- 
fer widely in the amount of yearly. 
rainfall. A desert area may have 
less than one inch in a year. Else- 
where the yearly fall may run 
from two inches to 100 inches or 
even more. 
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The Assam area of India is 
spoken of as “the wettest part of 
the world.” In one year it -had

of rain a year. . 

A rainfall map of South Ameér- 
ica shows heavy rainfall in almast 
every part of Brazil. The drepch- 
ing rains of Brazil explain the 
vast volume of water which- the 
Amazon carries into the Atlantic 
Ocean. 
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
